F.No. 6/16/92-EPC/2292.—Attention is invited to Paragraphs 142 and 153 of the Export & import Policy, 
1992—97 (Revised edition: March, 1993) wherein it is providod that such benefits as may be specified shall be ex¬ 
tended to the following categories of exporters :— 

(i) Export Houses/Trading Houses/Star Trading Houses ; and 

(ii) Manufacturers who have acquired ISO 9000 (series) or BIS 14000 (series) or any other internationally 
recognised equivalent certification of quality. 

2. With effect from 1-4-1993, Special Import Licences will be granted to these categories in accordance with 
this Public Notice. 

3. The value of the Special Import Licences will be calculated in the following manner : 

S.No. Category Maximum value of Special Import Licences 

1. Star Trading House 4 % of the FOB value of exports in the preceding licensing year, 

2. Trading House 3 % of the FOB value of exports in the preceding licensing year. 

3. Export House 2 % of the FOB value of exports in the precding licensing year. 

4. Manufacturers acquiring prescribed quality 1 % of the FOB value of exports in the preceding licensing year, 

certification 


4. The FOB value of exports for the purpose of the giant of Special Import Licences shall be as under : 

(i) In the case of diamond, gem and jewellery only 20 % of the FOB value of exports will be coumcd. 

(ii) In the case of other products, only the acutal FOB value of exports will be counted and there will be 
no double weightage for any product. 

5. special Import Licences will be eligible for the import of items listed in Annexurc to this Public Notice 
and shall be freely transferable. The imports under Special Import Licences shall b" subject to noimal custom 
duty. 
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6. Export House /Trading House /Star Trading House and manufacturers who have acquired the prescribed 
certification of quality shall submb an application in Appendix XIV, along with the documents specified in Appendix 
XXXV, of the Hand book of Procedures, 1992—97, volume- I (Revised Edition : March, 1992) with the licensing 
authorities under whose jurisdiction their Registered Office/ Head Office is situated. The applications shall be 
made on the basis of the FOB value of exports achieved in the preceding licensing year as a whole, within six 
months of the dose of the licensing year. 

7. Government reserves the right to modify the scheme or to add or exclude any item of impoi t from the annc- 
xure to this Public Notice. Government also reserves the right to withdraw the scheme itself or withdraw the bene¬ 
fits of the scheme for any category of exporter. 

8. The Public Notices No. 64/(PN)/92—97 dated 21st October, 1992 and No. 67/(PN)/92—97 dated 23rd 
October, 1992 stand superseded.
